It bas come t 5 paps that some cf the 
German papers which oppose the Ben­ 
nett law, fonnd their objections to it on 
the compulsory feature of the act. To 
be Bare this objection will not stand oar 
German friends rn good need for it is 
avocet her unlike the German spirit and 
very unlike a condition of things they 
were accustomed to in the lr native land. 
Compulsory school attendance began 
in Germany away back in 1763, and bas 
continued ever since. The German ele­ 
mentary education in its present form 
commenced with the Prussian code cf 
regulation in 1851. 
The hours of in* 
struotion in one classification of scholars 
by age, are 22 per week, being the lowest, 
and

ernment districts of Prussia; and net 
content with prescribing how 
many 
hours a week these schools shall be 
kept, but evening schools are held un­ 
der the general law, and also on Sunday, 
so there are throughout Germany what 
they call the "continuation schools 
which form an important element in the 
national provision for education; 
The compulsory sohnol laws of Ger­ 
many as to ordinary school attendance, 
are enforced from the age off six to that 
of fourteen, and it a child at fourteen 
fails to reach the proper standard, he or 
she may be compelled to attend either 
another year at the day school, or at a 
supplementary school in the evening or 
on Sunday. 
And Mr. O. O. Perry, who 
is the best school authority in Europe 
says that among so disciplinable a peo­ 
ple as the Germans, who have been 
for several generations a?cufcturned to 
regard the legal obligation of school at­ 
tendance as a Betted principle of the ooun 
try, there is no difficulty t J enforce the 
law. 
Finis are some time imposed, md 
tut police attend stn;tly t i their duty 
in seeing thht parents do not neglect to 
Beni their children to school. 
There is to country in all Europe that 
has a more perfect school system than 
Germany, and the chief feature cf it is 
compulsory attendance. This will ac­ 
count for the fact that there is less illit­ 
eracy in Germany than in any other 
great nation ii the world, not excepting 
the United Stabs. The latest reports 
show that the percentage of illiteracy in 
England, is 33; in France 3C; in Bassia 
I; in China 50; in Austria 49; in Mexioo 
3; in the United States 20; and in Ger­ 
many 12. 
It will be difficult then, to understand 
why tome cf the German papers con­ 
demn the Bennett law on the ground 
that it means a compulsory study of the 
English language for only twelve weeks 
in a } ear. These same papers glory over 
the compulsory sohool laws of Germany 
—laws wbioh are a tower of strength to 
thfct country—but they condemn the 
modest compulsory law of Wisconsin 
which simply seeks to protect a German 
ohild in its right to learn a little En­ 
glish daring twelve weeks in a year! 
Why is this? Will some German? 
paper explain ? It is a set led principle 
with the Germans that a legal obliga­ 
t e a to attend sohool is all right. Then 
do they oppose the Bennett law because 
it vt forces the learning of the English 
language, without whish, in this coun­ 
try, the life of any one would be a blank? 
The compulsory dodge is not well taken 
for it a against the apalit cf the German 
people to ory down the compulsory ed~ 
ucition. lethe real opposition, then, 
founded on a prejudice against the En­ 
glish language ? It looks that way.

P a r is, Jan. 21.—In tho Chamber of 
Deputies M. Flourens attacked tho gov­ 
ernment, charging them with neglecting 
to protect the rights of Frefich fishermen 
in Newfoundland. M. Spuller, minister 
Of foreign affairs, defended tho govern­ 
ment. It had been fully alive to tho 
interests and grievances of tho French 
fishermen and ieas In communication 
with the British government. 
He Was 
hopeful of an early and satisfactory re­ 
sult. Tho chamber adopted a vote apt 
proving of tho minister's explanation. 
In tho evening there was a highly ox- 
citing scene during the debate on the 
subject of strikes. 
M. Joffrtn, deputy 
from Montmatre, who was seated in 
place of Gen. Boulanger, declared inel­ 
igible, essayed to address tho chamber. 
Tho 
Conservatives 
and 
Boulangists 
united in their efforts to prevent his be­ 
ing heard. ^T h ey interposed all kinds of 
objections and made constant appeals to 
tho president. Their motions having 
been decided against them and M. Joff- 
rin granted a hearing, his opponents roso 
one after another and interrupted him 
tho moment he uttered a word. Then 
sometimes in groups and sometimes all 
together 
they 
sought 
to 
drown 
his 
voice 
by 
tho 
uproar 
they made. MM. Dcroulode, Mineville 
and Lagucrre, all Boulangists, were con­ 
spicuously violent In their demonstra­ 
tions and thoy were suspended by tho 
president. Tho suspension had no effect 
upon them. They became moro violent 
th in ever, showing utter contempt for 
the authority of the chair. The situa­ 
tion became serious, the excitement in­ 
tense, and it began to look as if tho 
president would lose all control of tho 
House, for the Republican majority was 
getting enraged at being baffled and 
taunted by a handful of malcontents. 
The president having again pronounced 
the sentence of suspension against each 
of the three Boulangists on their re­ 
fusal to keep quiet, called upon tho 
officers to do their duty and the disturb­ 
ing deputies were expelled from the 
chamber by force. 
Tne House then 
quieted down and M. Joffrin delivered 
his maiden speech without further in­ 
terruption.

Civil engineers are mostly common­ 
place people, but An odd stick occas­ 
ionally turns uh among them, says a 
Writer in the St, Louis Globo-Demo- 
orat. 
One of tho oldest I ever met 
lives in S t Louis. 
He is a an old man 
thoroughly educated in his business 
And a paragon of exactness, ©von for 
A mathematician. 
Not many months ago ho was called 
to Bast S t Louis to make a new sur 
vey cf an old line originally run by 
himself. 
On the first survey he had 
driven a certain corner stake deep in 
tho ground and covered it up with a 
large stone. 
When he came to tho 
spot he got a spade and cleared the 
soil away from around the stone, and 
then cleaned it off nicely with some 
drv leaves, top and sides. 
Next he took out his rule and made 
a careful measurement of tho stone, 
which he used a moment later as the 
basis of a calculation to determine its 
weight. 
When ho saw the product his 
face lightened up with joy, for thonum 
hero! pounds, ounces and drams rep­ 
resented therein was within the limit 
of his lifting power. 
He modo no at­ 
tempt to lift the stone as a means of 
testing his ability to handle it, but To­ 
ited on his mathematic knowledge to 
settle that point for him.
